Avocado growers in the area | 
have. had another hurdle to jump, 
recently; Flocks of cedar waxwings 
! have descended on the groves and 
have been eating the blooms. There 
is no doubt about it, they do eat the 
blooms and are not just hunting for 


beautiful birds with amusing as 
well as annoying habits. They go 
through a ritual while sitting in a 
row on a limb, of passing a choice 
tidbit, fon instance a cherry, from 
one bird to the next one. They аге 
brown and about the size of spar- 
row, with a long crest, broad band 
of yellow at the tip of the tail and 
a touch of red on the wings. 

Some of these birds have been 
migrating through this “flyway” 
for years, but never in this number 
before. Old timers believe the un- 
usual migration.is due to the fires 
and smoke in the Everglades. `
